New York.—When the Buford sallet
Tor Russia with Emma Goldman on
board never to return americans be
Heved anarchlsm In the United States
bad been dealth a lasting blow. Gold
man and Berkman were the ohief
mpokesmen of violent thought i this
eountry.

For & time there was not much
danger in an anarchistie circle until
the Wall street explosion, in which
thifty-nine were killed, That wns
formal motice to the United Ststes thaw
the anarchists had resumed work.

It was learned that all groups of
the anarchists, bolshevists and agents
of the forces of all natlonalists will
bhold a convention in September, pre
sumably ln New York clly or some
where in New Jersay. "The Dally News
will publish additionsl data showlng
the commumist party in Amerlca n
now a natlon-wide revolutionnry or-
ganlzation with the open and avowed
purposa of overthrowing the Unlted
Btates government by violenee and
putiing m its place a soviet govern-
ment. For the first time in history
all the anarchistic groups in  this
oountry are united against the cone
mon enemy, which is law and order
and harmonious relations between la.
bor and caphtad,

In the New York district most of
the anarchista are Rassians and Jews,
with a fow Italians. Most of the Itak
fans are connected with the Galleani
group, which has Ms headquarters In
Boston.

In Philadelphin the Propena group
of Spanish terrorists was strung, but
Iate reports Indicate a majority ol
them have returned 1o Spaln, where
there has been much activity.

In Cleveland the anarchists are
mostly Bosslans and (n Chlecago the
Italians and Russlans control the sit
mation,

By far the moet dangerous group In
New York today I8 the reorganized
mlon of Russian workers, now known
an the Russian tollerm, They are
snarcho-oommunists and two years ugo
bad a dues paying membership of 7,
000 In the Unkod Btates. Presune
ably this membership has greatly in
oreasd in recent montha. In the Jde
partment of justice rald of 1919 sev-
eral leaders of this organization were
arrested and deported,

Bingularly enough, this group s op-
posed to the bolshevik leadera In Rus-
sla and wage Incessant warfare on
thelr followers hers. However, this Is
explained by the desire of new lead-
ers, or agitatora, who consider tham-
selves born leaders, to gain supreme
power. All of them bellave in the
destruction of capital, the utter de-
molition of guvernment as govern-
ments wre now organized and the sub:
stitution of a government by t*e raly

“The dressetd beef trade Is in a de-
morallzed condition,” it was sxplained,
“Although wholesale prices of beef
have dropped until forequarters are
solling In some places at 4 cents a
pound, retall prices have not come
down.

“With retall prieea up the houss is
not buylng. With that oonditlon ex-
Isting, the retaller of course ls not
gellling and is comaequently, not buy-
Ing from the wholesaler, who in turn
has restricted his orders from the
packers, Meanwhile from the western
markets the usual rall shipments of
cattle for this time of year are being
shipped and the packers, porforce, are
converting the shipments into dressed
meats,

THE HOME BREW UNIT
S8CORES A OIG VICTORY

Dweliings Immune from Search Unless
Liquor Is Made for Sale— Vol
‘stead Burprises Colleagues.

Washinfton, D. C.—Tha housa went
on record against any mterference
with home brewing and distilling for
personal nse.

By a rislng vote of 96 to 54 It vir-
tually deprived prohibition agents of
all power to prevent the manufacture
of all alcoholle beverages in private
dwellings unleas proof cam be furn-
lahed that the liquor is belng manu-
Inotured for sale.

The victory for the callar distilleries
and the kitchen breweries ocame when
& substitute for the Stanley search and
selzure amendment, approved by the
senate, was adopled, As passed by the
senate, the Stanley amendment pro-
bibited with heavy penalties any
searches or seizures by prohibition
agents without warrants

The house substitute prohibils the
dry agents from searching any private
homes without warrants, and then de-
clares, “no such warrants shall lgsue
unless there |s reason to believe such
dwolling is used as a place In which
lHguor Is manufactured for sale or
aold"

Thus, the substitute first probhibiis
searching of homes without warrant,
and then declares that if home brow-
eries and distillerier are not making
| Hquor for sale no search warrant can
ba obtalned.

Several drys argued that the sec-
tion as written would give complete
protection to the home lignor mak-
ors, Representatives Field, of Ko
tucky, sought to amend it so that a
warrant to search a home could be ob-
tained if there was reason to believe
that lHguor was manufactured or sold
there.

For some reason, HRepresentative
Volstead, of Minnesota, leader of the
radieal drys, declined to support him.
Many members vote just as Mr. Vol
stead does on prohibition questions
and the amendment was lost, 96 to 04,
The house substitute with the protec-
tion given the home brewer was re-
ported by Mr. Volstead, Ie did not
vota elther way on the Melds amend-
ment,

'TAX REVISION BILL

Western Republicans

BEFORE THE HOUSE

Force Confen
ence to Reject Adminis-

tration's Plan,

Washington, D, C—The administra-
tion tax revision bill was laid before
the house of representatives after the
republican membership of that body
in conference had changed it so ag to
make repead of the excess profits tax
and the Income surtax rates In excess
of 32 per cent effective next January
1 Instead of last January 1.

This change, on the basla of prev.
fous treasury estimates, would result
in the corporations and Individuals
with large moomes paying to the gov-
ernment in the mext calendar year
something ke $200,000,000 more than
they would have pald had the admin-
Istration plan of making the repeals
retroactive prevalled.

Total tax reductions for this fiscal
year under the bill as revieed wera
estimated by some majority members

$350,000,000, ar against approximately
$6560,000,000 planned by commitiee re-
publicans, and the total tax vield at
about $8,200,000,000,

As result of the changes made by
the republican conference majority
committee memberas further amended
the bill before its presencation in the
house so as to make tne corporation
income tax 12% per cent, a= originally
planned, and the manufacturers’ tax
on cereal beverages 6 cents a gallon
instead of 12 cents.

Under plans adopted by the party
conference, the blll will be taken up
in the house Wednesday under a spe-
cinl rule calling for a final vote Sat-
urday., Two days will be given over
to general debate and two days to con-
gideration of amendments under the
fiveemimute rule, with amendment of
committes members given preference.
